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*Q (57) Abstract: Communication quality can be favorably maintained without lowering the transmission power of an antenna even if a 
^£ part of a human body comes into contact with the antenna or approaches the antenna. A transmitter (21) of a mobile communication 
1^ terminal (1) is composed of a power amplifier (211) and a phase shifter (212) connected between an antenna (10) and the power 
If} amplifier (21 1). The impedance in the free space of the antenna (10) is matched to the output load impedance of the power amplifier 
O (211) during low output power. As a result, if the head or a finger of a human body touches the antenna (10) and the impedance 
increases, the impedance of the antenna (10) is varied to the output load impedance at which the output power value of the power 
amplifier (21 1) increases by means of the phase shifter (212). 
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
